Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 24-26 and 49, in combination with other limitations of the 

claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested receiving, from a 
user, a request to change the menu structure wherein, the request to change the menu 
structure is one or more of a request to hide a portion of the plurality of menus and a 
request to require authentication for a portion of the plurality of menus.
